The 
court, however, granted permission 
jor an appeal from their decision 
to the Court of Appeals.

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Two All- Important 
Harlem Events 


® Two events of the greatest importance 
will take place in Harlem next week. 

First: on Monday, the New York State 
Legislative Commission on Conditions among 
Urban Negroes will begin its four-day hear- 
ings on the wretched conditions forced upon 
the Negro people of Harlem. The hearings 
will begin in the Seventh District Court, 447 
W. 151st St., at 10 A.M. 


Second: for the first time in the history 
of the community, a Harlem Legislative Con- 
ference will take place under the joint spon- 
sorship of Harlem’s Negro, Labor and Irish- 
Catholic Assemblymen and Vito Marcantonio, 
president of the International Labor Defense. 
This conference will take place Dee. 18, at 
Park Palace, 110th St. and Fifth Ave., at 
2 P.M. 

The Assemblymen have “jointly pledged 
to sit down with the people whom they rep- 
resent” in an effort to work out a progressive 
legislative program to meet the urgent needs 
of Harlem. 

The tremendous possibilities of these two 
events in the fight against unemployment, 
discrimination and the death-breeding hous- 
ing situation in Harlem, fit hand in glove. 

A good start was made by the Legislative 
Commission when it unearthed criminal slum 
conditions, and joblessness which plagues the 
Negro people in Hempstead, L. I., White 
Plains, Buffalo and in other cities. It can 
top off its record by ruthlessly exposing the 
misery and hunger in Harlem, 

Moreover, the Commission should leave 
no stone unturned in fighting for and propos- 
ing measures to the state legislature, which 
are competent to remedy these conditions. 
In this respect it has an unlimited oppor- 
tunity for a vast improvement over other in- 
vestigating bodies which found much but did 
little, if anything, about it. 

But the job cannot be completed without 
the full participation of the people of Harlem. 
Every Negro, labor and progressive organi- 
zation—in short, the entire community— 
should cooperate with the Commission in 
presenting evidence and in attending the 
hearings. A barrage of letters should be 
sent to Governor Lehman and to the legis- 
lature demanding that more funds and time 
be allotted to the Commission to complete 
its all-important tasks. 

The open hearings, if widely attended, 
can furnish the necessary first-hand informa- 
tion which can serve as a basis for the pro- 
gressive program to be worked out in the 
Harlem Legislative Conference,

From the Stalin Constitution 


Sunday will mark one of the milestones of Socialist achievement 
in the Soviet Union when nearly 100,000,000 U.S.S.R. citizens go to 
the polls to democratically elect the flower of the nation to the Su- 
preme Soviet, - 

The balloting will be carried through under the provisions of the 
new Stalinist Constitution of.the U.S.S.R. which was adopted Dec. 5 
last year at the Extraordinary sta Congress of the Soviets. 

A few excerpts of the Constitution of the U.S.S.R. follow: 

Article 118; Citizens of the USSR. have the right to work, te. 
the right to guaranteed employment and payment for their work in 
accordance with its quantity and quality, 

The t. to work is ensured by the socialist organization of na- 
tional ly, the steady growth of the productive forces of Soviet 
society, the preclusion of the possibility of economic crises and the 
abolition of unemployment. 

a Article 119: Citizens of the US. S. R. have the right to rest and 
elsure. 

The right to rest and leisure is ensured by the reduction of the 
working day to seven hours for the overwhelming majority of the 


| workers, the institution of annual vacations with pay for workers and 


other employes and the provision of a> wide network of sanatoria, 
rest homes and clubs for the accommodation of the toilers. 

Article 120: Citizens of the USS. R. have. the right to main- 
tenance in old age and also in case of sickness or loss of capacity 
to work. 

This right is ensured by the wide development of social insur- 
ance of workers and other employes at state expense, free medical 
service, and the provision of a wide network of health resorts for 
the accommodation of the toilers. 

Article 121: Citizens of the U.S. S. R. have the right to education. 

This right is ensured by universal, compulsory elementary edu- 
cation; by the fact that education, including higher (uhiversity) educa- 
tion is free of charge; by the system of state scholarships for the 
overwhelming majority of students in the higher schools; by instruc- 
tion in schools being conducted in the native language, and by the 
organization of free vocational, technical and agronomic training 
for the tollers in the factories, state farms, machine and tractor sta- 

tions afid Collective farms. 

| Article 122: Women in the USS.R. are accorded equal rights 
with men in all spheres of economic, state, cultural, social and po- 
litical life. 

The possibility of exercising these rights of women is ensured by 
affording women equally with men the right to work, payment for 
work, rest and leisure, social insurance and education, and by state

The Big Bellies 
Speak Loudly, But 
With Crooked Tongue

E TAKE off our war bonnet to the Great White 

Father who has decided to swap the Sacred Bundle 
of the Water Busters for the Buffalo Medicine Horn. 

But, while we yield to none in friendliness to the 
Gros Ventre (Big Belly) tribe of North Dakota, we warn 
the Great White Father at Washington against surrender- 
ing the Sacred Bundle of the Recession Busters to the 
Big Bellies of Wall Street. 

The American Indian is worthy of respect. I learned 
that early in life, when as a small boy in one of the two 
covered wagons of the George family, we camped some days beside a 
band of Pawnees in Oklahoma. My later wanderings gave acquaintance, 
slight but effectual, with the Blackfeet, Sioux, Shoshone and Navajo. 

We explain that for long years the Gros Ventre tribe of the Da- 
kotas have vainly sought to have restored to them a tribal relic cailed 
the Sacred Bundle of the Water Busters, which—while the tribe 
possessed it, brought crops of corn through plentiful rain, by its tai‘s- 
manic power of “busting water” from reluctant Kies. 

The Sacred Bundle consists of two skulls sewn up in buffalo hide. 
Centuries ago, two Thunder Birds took human form, one a Gros Ventre 
brave, the other a Shoshone squaw. After their deaths, the Gros Ventre 
preserved their skulls as a holy object.
